Sounds Key 
Of Address 


College Chaplain Recommends 
Serious Thought for Youth 
Of Modern World 


Traditionally beautiful, the special 
ceremonies held at Clarke on the Feast 
of the Immaculate Concep-ion assumed 
a new seriousness reflected in the ser- 
mon given Monday afternoon by Rev. 
J. Robert McDonald, M.A., Clarke 
chaplain, when he spoke at the recep- 
tion of the Sodality candidates in the 
Sacred Heart chapel. Benediction was 
given by the Re. Rev. Monsignor 
Thomas Conroy, P.A., president emer- 
itus of Loras. 

Addressing the students, Father Mc- 
Donald said, “It is your lot to be the 
youth of a troubled world, one which 
may seem to be dominated by the 
principle of evil. On all sides you 
have heard of destruction and desola- 
tion, suffering and sadness, devilish 
evil and injustice crying out to God.” 

“Before this war began and espc- 
cially since its inception,” the speaker 
continued, “you have read and heard 
of terrible crimes of man against his 








fellow man. Why do these things 


happen? Are several wicked men the 
cause of it all? The cause is not so 
superficial—so easily explained and 
perhaps so easily remedied. These 
evil men are merely the evidences on 
the face of mankind of loathsome ul- 
cers within society—of the adding: up 
of the consequences of nearly two 
thousand years of man’s refusal to 
serve God,” 

Explaining that “each of us is a 
microcosm—a little wor'd within him- 
self,” Father McDonald said gang- 
sters, dishonest politicians and ambi- 
tious rulers of nations “wreck havoc 
with God’s plans in their own litrle 
Circle,” F 

"To change society,” Father contin- 
ued, “one must first change each indi- 
vidual in society. Society, as such, does 
not exist. Accordingly, the only hope 
for our chaotic world is for the con- 
version, not of the world, but of each

Rev. C. W. Clark, S.J. Conducts 
Outstanding Student Retreat 
At Clarke College 








One of the most fruitful and im- 
pressive retreats in the history of the 
college closed the morning of Decem- 
ber 8, the Feast of the Immaculate 
Conception. Rev. Charles W. Clark, 
S.J., of St. Louis University, conducted 
the exercises, 

Placed under the patronage of the 
Sacred Heart, the retreat followed the 
Ignatian plan, Father Clark stressed 
the end of man and the importance 
of salvation, sin and its punishment, 
death and judgmen: and the subse- 
quent reward or punishment. Reflec- 
tion on the Personality of Christ and 
the life story of the God-man in the 
Incarnation, Nativity, Passion, Death 
and Resurrection completed the ex- 
ercises, 

One of the most profitable features 
of Father Clarke’s retreat was the se- 
ries of Holy Hours conducted during 
the exercises. Each day was brought 
to a perfect conclusion with an hour 
spent in the Presence of the Most 
Blessed Sacrament.

Stressing the importance of the Lib- 
eral Arts tradition at Clarke, and its 
relation to the great national issues of 
the day, Sister Mary Ambrose, B.V.M., 
president of the college, addressed the 
Chicago unit of the Clarke College 
Alumnae association at the annual 
Communion breakfast held at the Chi- 
cago Woman’s Club, December 7. 

Pointing to the significance of the 
college in preparing women to take 
part in the defense program, Sister 
Mary Ambrose said: “Back and behind 
the battle front there is what is called 
the home front—where men’s minds 
and hearts are directed and where the 
morale of the nation is forged. In 
the news of the day flashing across 
continents and seas from the snow- 
swept plains before Moscow, where 
Nazi and Soviet armies are battling 
in a stupendous death struggle, and 
with the dangers of our own involve- 
ment increasing daily around us in the 
Pacific, many of us have lost sight of 
the fact that the home front is most 
important—that here battles are 
fought or peace won long before mo- 
torized units move across the fields of 
grain. On that home front, the school, 
as you know, is a vital unit, a strong 
citadel for defense, and he who holds 
that citadel holds a key position in all 
that is to follow. For almost one hun- 
dred years in our great Middle West, 
on the banks of the Mississippi, 
Clarke College, your college and mine 
—has stood, strong, equipped and se-

An article, “Conceptions Behind Revival of 
The Magic Flute,” by Freide F. Rothe, in the 
November 25 issue of Musical America, por- 
trays the plan for a stirring commemoration of 
Mozart by the presentation of The Magic 
Flute,” perhaps the most difficult opera to 
stage.” 

Production has called in the services of Bruno 
Walter, conductor of performances in the 
world’s chief opera houses, Herbert Graf who 
staged under Toscanini in 1937, and Richard 
Rychtarck, famous designer. The difficulty in 
offering this opera arises from the fact that the 
opera itself depicts three planes of human 
thought, the evil world, the natural existence 
and the spiritual heights, and thus presents a 
problem of unusual magnitude in the settings. 
But the greatest merit lies in the aim of the 
collaborators who have worked to carry out 
the principle of the opera, that is, “the gradual 
advance from darkness to light, from ignorance 
to understanding, from hatred to love.” 

There was never a more auspicious time to 
revive a “flute” with such amazing truth and 
beauty in its “magic.”

was taken from A Sucesora, by Carolina Na- 
buco, and that the parallel lies in a similarity 
of plot and character types. In his reply, Mr. 
Smith points out that the “formula” is a ‘“‘well!- 
worn” plot with a normal likeness to many 
other stories woven from the same idea. He 
adds however, that character deve opment has 
-een handled in an original fashion and shows 
that the theme itself is worked out to a con- 
clusion differing markedly from that in A 
Sucesora.

Father Gannon concludes with a plea for the 
Restoraticn of Christian humanism which 
would merit eternal reward.
